The next dayſolowing, a young maide of the

which after they had ſcene the houſe, and in 
what o2der thinges ode, were deſpꝛous to 
5 ſc the Daughter of the wozſhipfull Paiſter 
SGecor ge van Ramyttes, whoſe name was Pys 
fires Annysi who being in her Chãber, they 
both went to viſite her, doing they2 duties, 
they demaũded how ſhe dpd:the aunſwoered, 
indifferent well. Then the two Mapdes fate 
done bp her, where together they coferred 
of manp matters, eſpetiallp, as concerning 
thepꝛ attpꝛe and apparell, The Bꝛidegrome 
befoꝛe ſpecified, had made his Siſter a ſilken 
|  vpper body, with which ſher had dꝛeſſed her 
ſelte as handſomlyp as ſhe might, and wit hall 
ſhe woꝛe the beſt and ſcemipelt apparell that 
ſhe had, put on foꝛ y day. But the Gentle;

The thirde dayc after this Marriage was 
flolemnized, all the toy was turned into hea⸗

Then ſayde he to me, come mp 
loning Daughter, J mult needes talke with 
ther, and tell the that which as pet is hidden 
from the: foꝛ great effect dependeth ther vp⸗ 
pon. Arid bs not afrapde, let the grace of God 
faffice ther, and loke that you conceale not 
niy woꝛds, but reueale them to others: fell 
What J ſhew you, vnto olde and young. 

Do we tame to a fapꝛe coſtly Foꝛte, (na 
Mꝛinces Court lpke it, noꝛ any earthly buil⸗ 
ding to be cõpared vnto it,) where we were 
let in. In which place. we ſaw many bꝛight 
Angels, ſhining like p beames of the ſunne, 
all ſinging melodioullp with cleare vopce:

hath ſhewed vnto his people. Theſe are but 
warninges ſent vs, to mollifie our harde 
hearts, and to admoniſhe vs from the dete⸗ 
ſtable P2ide , which is harre mapntepned, 
becauſe befoꝛe God pou ſhall finde it damp⸗ 
nable. 

O people full of contempt, deſpiſing one an 
other, ſome fo2 Ritches, ſome foz Bewtie, o⸗ 
thers foz Wiſedome , ſome fo2 one thing, 
ſome fo2 an other: where as befoze God, we 
are allalpke with him, poꝛe and rytch : nof- 


withſtanding, he will not goe fozward with 


his anger, he will holde his hand, and mode⸗ 
rate it with mercp.—t he finde but ſome {mall 
number, penitent ſoꝛ thepꝛ ſinnes. 

If you amend not, turne to God. he wpll 
foꝛth with ſend on pou a general alteration, 
and ſuch an one, as not only men, but Birds 
of the apꝛe, t all lyning things, ſhall tremble 
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at his w2ath , Narres ſhallgreatlygrene 


the earth, and they ſhall deſtroy Countrepes 


and people: Pen ſhall be moſt grenouſly 
chaſed from theyꝛ houſes, and moſt myſera⸗ 
bly murthꝛed. And befoze this happen, there 
hall come a great dearth:and then God will 


take his owne that haue turned vnto him, 


not ſuffering them to ſe this myſerie: but 
thoſe that line after,ſhall fruly fele p wath 
of God, ſo that thoſe which remapne in the 
thirde pere, ſhall well ſaye, Where haue you 
bene, that you are not yet deſtroyed + Pany 
foz feare ſhall dec ape: there ſhall be greaf 
Earthquakes,thzongh which. Townes and 
Steeples,Calfels, Foꝛtes and houſes, ſhall 
be thꝛowen downe on heapes. Then thall 
follow ſuch a miſhappe , as is not neceſſarie 
to be ſpoken of, foz the ſinne of the people is 
abhominable and curſſed befoꝛe God, 'E 
After this great and terrible trouble, there 
ſhall great Peace aryſe , and the people ſhall 
lpue in great tranquillitie: there ſhall be 
want of learned men, c god Rulers:where- 
foꝛe god people, let this terrifie your Pzide, 


being euen the whole puddle of ſinne, and 


the rote ef abhomination.

them, oꝛ abide by them. Which ſtraunge 
thing, the god Gentle woman her mother 
tconũdoring:ca ned the ſapde Chamber ko be 


any way. Thus the Mapde continued in 
kthele and f undꝛie ſuch other ſpeeches. 
In the meane time, diuers learned P2ea- 


concerning Spirituall matters, which the 
was glad of. To whome ſhe peelded hartie 
thanks, ſignifping to them, that the fifth dap 
was nowe come, wherin ſhe ſhould be taken 
from the world.
